Politics Rated Dishonest 


A University of Michigan study of voter 
attitudes in the Detroit area during the 
1956 presidential campaign, the results of 
which have just been released, show these 
findings: 
More than half the adults rated politics 
as dirty or dishonest. Nearly 50 pei cent 
of the workers rn the two parties agreed. 
Voters said political parties are weak, 
undemocratic, too complicated to under­ 
stand, too narrow in interest and wanted 
only to win elections. 
Onlv 13 per cent of the adu.ts in the ai ca 
ever contributed to or worked fo* 
either 


^ More than half the a d u l t population 
could see no difference between the Re­ 
publicans and the Democrats. More than 
a third of the precinct workers of the two 
parties saw no difference 
There w o u l d be variations between 
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these findings in an intensely industrializ­ 
ed community and results of a similar sur­ 
vey in many other areas. But there is 
enough s i m i l a r thinking everywhere to 
warrant concern on the part of political 
party leaders. 
If potential workers and donators to po 
lienal parties are repelled by the image 
created by the interior structure of the 
parties, political leaders wmild do well to 
strive to make the image more appealing 
to citizens.

Land Is Unstretchable 


The value of farm land keeps going 
righl on up. even though income for farm­ 
ers doesn t. This seems to be a pasadox, 
but a c tu a lly the explanation is not too dif­ 
ficult. 
The Federal Reserve Board’s latest re­ 
port discloses that farm assets increased 
9 per cent during 1958 for a record high. 
The dollar increase was from S186 billion 
to <203 billion. Subtracting debts leaves an 
increase in farmers’ equities from $166 bil­ 
lion to SISO billion. 
Land is the one unstretchable commod­ 
ity 
E q u ip m e n t, m a n p o w e r , c a p ita l in v e s t­ 
ment. etc., can be increased. But not la n d . 
That makes it a good investment in in­ 
flationary times, It also makes acquisi­ 


tion of additional land necessary for a 
farmer forced to expand to keep his in 
come above his costs. 
Too. more and more land is being taken 
out of cultivation by expanding cities, by 
highway construction, and for lakes and 
other conservation efforts. 
All these combine to force the price of 
farm land h i g h e r in many areas than 
would be indicated in terms of its potential 
earning power. But even those buying land 
and making payments out of proportion 
to the anticipated income from the land 
seldom worry. 
Land is unstretchable. Regardless of 
how its owners fare, it will still be there.
